In the latter gro u p we might 
inclu de the city firemen who se 
tro u bles at Hallo we’en time seem 
to be mo stly co ncerned in bu rn­ 
ing leav es aro u nd parked au to ­ 
mo biles and ho u ses.

They po inted o u t that the 
distribu tio n was being made by 
co rpo ratio ns to av o id the su rtax 
o n earnings, the new tax law 
pro v iding fo r a heav y tax o n u n­ 
distribu ted earnings which were 
herto fo re left in the co mpany 
treasu ry fo r a rainy day o r fo r 
bu siness ex pansio n. They said 
fu rther that this co u ld bu t crip­ 
ple the less firmly established 
co rpo ratio ns in the y ears to co me 
and slo w u p legitimate bu siness 
ex pansio n. Bu t these warnings 
were bru shed aside by the ad­ 
mirers o f the New Deal as the 
pessimistic cro akings o f bu siness 
to ries. 
Bu t no w it is co ming to pass 
that the adv o cates o f cau tio n 
and the critics o f the u ndistri­ 
bu ted pro fits tax " knew whereo f 
they spo ke. Bu siness co ncerns 
hav e been u nable to ex pand to 
meet the ex pansio n o f their 
stro nger co mpetito rs. They hav e

A squ ad of sheriffs’ depu ties an d 
postal in spectors shot it ou t with 
two men they trapped in the 
Sm ith’s Creek postoffice at 1:30 
a. rn . today , killed both of them 
an d blew the on e-story frame 
bu ildin g fu ll of holes.

alert v illage 
policeman , 
who sen sed a postoffice holdu p or 
bu rglary last Satu rday , made the 
showdown possible. 
Sheriff William Van An twerp, 
who led the raidin g party , said 
the dead men were Detroit hood­ 
lu ms who had been u n der su r­ 
v eillan ce sin ce Satu rday . 
He iden tified on e as John No­ 
v ak, alias Shorty Jack, 38, an d 
described him as a police char­ 
acter. The other man was iden ti­ 
fied from papers in his pockets 
as Edward Scherer, Detroit. 
The sheriff with three depu ties 
an d two postal in spectors gath­ 
ered a t Sm ith’s Creek, a v illage 
n ear Port Hu ron , Su n day after 
Special Depu ty Harry Neal, gen ­ 
eral store proprietor an d on ly law 
en forcemen t officer in the v illage 
reported the presen ce of two su s­ 
piciou s characters loiterin g a t 
the postoffice. 
They kept con stan t watch on 
the postoffice thereafter from 
the n earby v illage hotel 
an d 
ju mped in to action early this 
morn in g when two -men with 
flashlights appeared a t the rear 
of the postoffice, broke a win dow 
an d en tered. 
Sheriff Van An twerp ordered 
the men to su rren der after his 
squ ad had su rrou n ded the small 
bu ildin g, 20 by 35 feet. There was 
n qA respon se. A tear gas bomb 
then hu rled in side an d the in ­ 
tru ders open ed fire with pistols, 
shots which brou ght a rakin g 
v olley from the officers who were 
equ ipped with a su b-machin e 
gu n , a rifle, shotgu n s an d pistols. 
Abou t 50 shots were 
fired, 
breakin g all the win dows, shat­ 
terin g door sashes an d fix tu res 
an d fillin g with bu llets the two 
men cau ght in the witherin g fire. 
Non e of the sheriff’s party was 
in ju red. 
The sheriff an d postal in spec­ 
tors Roy La Forge an d Earl A. 
Barn hart, who came from De­ 
troit, said the men were safe 
crackers, armed with pistols an d 
carry in g bu rglars’ tools. 
The v illage was awaken ed by 
the 
spectacu lar 
gu n play 
an d 
dozen s of residen ts gathered to 
watch the remov al of the shat­ 
tered bodies to Port Hu ron this 
morn in g an d to v iew the bu llet 
pu n ctu red postoffice. The popu ­ 
lation is abou t 300.

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HERE IS A POSER 
In his radio address at Boston recen tly, former 
Presiden t Hoov er asked on e Question which might 
serv e as an excellen t subject for debate on the 
part of those in terested in political an d econ omic 
ethics. Mr. Hoov er asked: 
“Is it moral for a gov ern men t to collect hun ­ 
dreds of million s from the wages of workmen 
un der the promise that they are kept in a fuiid 
for their security an d then spen d Jthis fun d on 
its curren t expen ses an d extrav agan ce?” 
This question refers, of course, to the taxes 
collected from the pay en v elopes by the gov ern ­ 
men t un der the Social Security Act, the mon ey 
goin g in to the gen eral fun d. In this respect it 
is in terestin g to n ote the followin g Associated 
Press dispatch from Washin gton un der date of 
October 26: 
“The Un ited States already has borrowed al­ 
most a billion dollars from the n ation ’s wage 
earn ers un der prov ision s of the Social Security 
Act, Treasury ledgers showed today. The act 
en v ision s the buildin g of a reserv e fun d which 
ev en tually will aggregate more than $40,000,- 
000,000 if the law remain s un chan ged. 
“Special Treasury obligation s are issued to the 
reserv e fun d. Ben efits un der the old age pen sion 
an d un employmen t compen sation programs are 
to be paid from it. 
“In Treasury practice, tax collection s un der the 
Security Act flow in to the gov ern men t’s gen eral 
fun d, or pool of ready cash. These collection s 
are spen t for day-to-day gov ern men t operation s. 
Again st these collection s, the Treasury deposits 
the special obligation s in reserv e accoun ts. These 
obligation s in effect are promises to pay off old 
age an d un employmen t ben efits. 
“The obligation s thus far hav e aggregated 
$916,000,000, an d the Treasury is in debted to the 
coun try’s workers in that amoun t.” 
There are some in terestin g possibilities. Just 
how much is the gov ern men t goin g to borrow to 
pay for curren t expen ses an d New Deal experi­ 
men tation , out of the mon ey taken from the 
pay en v elopes of American workers osten sibly 
for social security? Will the amoun t be great or 
small? “Almost a billion dollars” as n oted abov e, 
is a sizeable sum. In time it is expected that 
the fun d for social security will amoun t to $40,- 
000,000,000. Just how much of this mon ey is to 


be spen t in the mean time for buildin g dams an d 
puttin g the gov ern men t in busin ess? If, when 
the $40,000,000,000 is “accumulated,” there is 
n othin g to show for it but $40,000,000,000 worth 
of gov ern men t bon ds giv en in exchan ge for 
mon ey already spen t by the gov ern men t, then it 
would be prov ed cheaper an d easier for the work­ 
ers had the mon ey n ev er been collected. The gov ­ 
ern men t could just as well prin t forty billion 
dollars worth of n ice n ew bon ds for social se­ 
curity, when the time comes, an d then pay so­ 
cial security out of the in terest on the bon ds. 
An d the in terest would be collected in taxes from 
the workers themselv es. The way it is n ow the 
workers are bein g taxed to raise $40,000,000,000 
for social security. If the gov ern men t spen ds the 
mon ey then the workers will be taxed again to 
raise mon ey to pay for their own security pay­ 
men ts. What a system this could turn out to be! 


HISTORY AS SHE IS TAUGHT 
It lacks but sev en years of three cen turies sin ce 
bombastic Peter Stuyv esan t, then director of 
Curacao, lost a leg — but which? — in an un suc­ 
cessful attack on the Portuguese Islan d of St. 
Martin in the West In dies. Subsequen tly for sev ­ 
en teen years (1647 to 1664) un til the En glish took 
it he was director gen eral of New Netherlan d. 
His wooden leg made n oise en ough when he 
stamped about, floutin g attempts at democracy 
by the good Dutch burghers with the words: “We 
deriv e our authority from God an d the (West 
In dia) compan y, n ot from a few ign oran t sub­ 
jects.” But reports of the day n eglected to say 
which kn ee it was fasten ed to. 
About a decade ago, howev er, a letter was 
foun d written in Dutch v erse to Stuyv esan t by 
an En glish frien d on Lon g Islan d commiseratin g 
him on the loss of his right leg. That was before 
Stuyv esan t came to New Amsterdam, an d it isn ’t 
in the record that the frien d was an y more cer­ 
tain which leg the doughty Petrus had lost than 
he would hav e been today about who hit Billy 
Patterson . Nev ertheless, though the lefts had it 
for years, the New York Art Commission has for­ 
mally decided it was the right leg Stuyv esan t 
lost, an d so he will be depicted in the statue by 
Mrs. Harry Payn e Whitn ey to adorn Stuyv esan t 
Square. 
We won der how much of the formal history 
taught to us in childhood is an y more authen tic.

The of­ 
ficer said Jap anese blu ejack ets 
sent back to the American-p ro­ 
tected zone a ju nk seized onjhe 
International Settlement sid e of 
the stream. 
The Jap anese bombard ment

from the International Settle­ 
ment sou th of Soochow Creek . 
Despite Chinese assertions to the 
contrary , foreign observ ers re­ 
ported Jap anese on the sou thern 
bank of the stream had ex p and ­ 
ed their front for ap p rox imately 
a mile on each sid e of Ru bicon 
v illage. 
St. John’s u niv ersity campu s, 
a wood ed tongu e formed by a 
northward loop of the creek , was 


tu rned into a no man's land . 
Jap anese shells from the north(

sou th p assed each other ov er the 
area. 
All American facu lty members 
prev iou sly had ev acu ated the 
crowd ed section su rrou nd ing the 
u niv ersity grou nd s.
